The late news from California, say up 


to the 18th May, sent by telegraph from 
•New Orleans, has been confirmed, by ihe 
receipt of a letter yesterday, from Mexico 
*nd Mazailao, by Mr,- Parrot:, our consul 
tot. the latter place, now here. 


Th« causes of the riotous proceedings 


in,California are attribuied to ihe disap- 
pointment of the inhabitants, on hearing 
lhat Congress had adjourned without ex- 
tending the laws of the land over their 
territory. They could no longer bear 
such"neglect. 
Mobs, it seems, were or- 


ganized at all the drinking houses, to ex- 
press their indignation at such unparal- 
leled neglect on.the part of the govern- 
ment. 
The effects of anoverindulgencc 


in liquor afforded the materials for a gen- 
eral outbreak, which Gen. Smith and his 
officers endeavored to quell ; but, after 
exhausting his patience, and despairing 
•of being able to put an end to the innu- 
merable crimes publicly committed, had, 
for his own personal safety, taken shelter 
on board the ships of war in the harbor. 
If such be the order of things in San 
Francisco, what may we expect lo hear 
from the gold diggings ? 


Much discontent is manifested, on the 


part of the Americans and Californians, 
that the rich deposits of gold are thrown 
•open to foreigners, who are arriving in 
regular organized and nrmed 
parlies, 


from all places on ihe Pacific, for the sole 
purpose of digging and carrying away 
the'g'old. 
Such is ihe influx of foreign- 


ers, that, from Mexico alone, 50,000 have 
gone. There is some reason in this com- 
plaint.
